DETAILS OF HER VOYAGE. 
The Great Lastern left Southampton on 
the morning of Sunday, June 17th. The 
distance run the first day was 285 miles, 
with 6,64 revolutions of the paddle, and 
29.18 revolutions of the screw per minute. 
Tho weather on the day of departure was 
lowering, but ou the morning of the 18th 
was fine,

The N. Y. Times special correspondent

not enough tobe noticed without special 
observation. An ordinary ship, of course, 
would have rolled quite decidedly. At3 p. 
m. it became cloudy, and at 5.30 it begar to 
rain, Both wind and rain increased, and 
by 9 o'clock the meteorological aspect of 
things was disagreeable. The wind had 
shifol more to the northward, so that the 
square sails on the foremast would not fill 
well, and at ten, the foresail aud compara: 
tively light foretopgallant sail were taken 
in, But the great foretopsail, a 50 
high from the water—that extra thick and 
tremendous expanse of canvass, flapping in 
the fleree gale—was not so tractable, and 
the whole night was spent by an army of 
sailors, quite unused to such dimensions, 
and alitde nervous withal in farling. The 
running rigging does not work as smoothly 
as it doubtless will in time. About 12 
knots an hour were made by log all night. 


A SMALL GALE. 

Althongh the sea had not risen ton great 
height, the wind was hard upon the pre- 
| cincts of a gale, and the ship was rolling 
jat nearly as could be estimated in the 
darkness, some 18 degrees to leaward—-a 
very moderate and easy, but still decided 
roll, the blackness of the darkness, the 
howling and shiieking of the wind through 
the forest of spars and ropes, the blinding 
tain, the shouting of a hurdred sailors 
away upon the foretopsail yard and the 
hboring spars, tugging at tho stubborn 
canvass, the thundering of the loosened sails

The fourth day of the trip was remark- 

ably fine. The morning of the 21st was a 

little thick, with a wholesail W. S. W. 

breeze, which soon changed to light N. 

W., bringing clear weather, except somo 

fog on the horizon, and requiring the furl- 

ing ofall sail before noon, There are two 

men on the bow, and one on each paddle 

box, on the watch, beside the officers, A 

whale was seen blowing on our port bow, 

Observing the ship a few moments, he re- 

tired in disgust. 

HER ROLLING, = 
We took the extreme side osoillations 
of the ship this morning by an improved 
pendulum, and found them to be 8 degrees. 
9 minntes each way, each complete port 
and starboard roll ocenpying a fifth toa 
sixth of a minute. ‘Lhe fore and aft oscil- 
lations or pithes were | degree 3 minutes 
each way. This isthe next thing to stand- 
ing on an even keel. Somme persons are 
much surprised that the ship rolls slightly — 
that it rolls at all—when no swell is visi- 
ble—when the roll of a short vessel would 
not be much noticed. The fact is that the 
Great Ship rolls over a long flat undula- 
tion which a short ship wonld rise upon 
bodily—she ferrets out a long swell which 
a short ship cannot. appreciate. 

The afternoon of the 21st was somewhat 
cloudy, There was a decidedly heavy 
swell from the Southwest—the remains of 
a considerable blow which we missed—the 
heaviest waves being, perhaps, 10 to 15 
feet high, and 200 feet apart, The Great 
Eastern being very light, and high out of 
water, felt it considerably, as follows :—The 
complete rolls, port aud starboard, averaged 
at the rate of 5} per minute, The ex- 
treme oscillation to leeward was 13 de; 
10 min., and 18 deg,, 4 min,, to windw. 


at the rate of 74 per minute, the extremes 
being 3 deg. 85 min., cach way. This 
would be considered quite light in small 
ships, and is not heavy enough to move 
about or overturn any sort of table servic 
The view from the extreme bow is very 
fine. The ship's length and the height of 
the waves together leave her round fore 
foot out of water 10 or 12 back of the 
stom, and then bury it to the hawseholes 
in the extreme stem, which, filling with 
water, became a fountain on the alternate 
rise. The stem of the ship throws off no 
perceptible wave, but merely turns up two 
beaunful sheets of spray. Their resem- 
blance to white wings and delicate feathers, 
with their concentric eliptical lines of 
drops, is very remarkable. 

‘The screw is showing its blades some six 
inches out of water, as the ship pitches, 
but the screw engine docs not race, on that 
account, enough to require the governor or 
throttling. The windward paddle wheel 
does not roll out of water as much as | ex- 
pected. Tho same angle of inclination 
lifis it twice as much as in the’ case of a 
common steamer, but the wa to | 
follow it up and give it as good a chance 
as they give any wheels to take hold. 
Surely the soa is yory accommodating, pro- 
vided its visitors conform to its laws, The 
smallests dingy, the man-of-war and the 
Great Eastern may rido securely, if they 
will only roll and swing over its billows 
but the moment anything attempts to | 
stand up like a rock there is eternal war- 
fire, and the headlands themselves crumble 
and recede year by year before the resist- 
loss power of the ocean.

THE SHIP BELOW. 

As soon as it was announced that the 
Great Eastern was at the light ship, Messrs.

Hazard, and accompanied by the gevtlemen 
of the press, &c., proceeded to the great 
ship. 

The first view obtained of her was just 
as the Yankee came abrest of Coney Island 


tinetly counted—her hull as yet below the 
horizon, Opera and spy-glasses were 
brought into use to aid the vision, but it 
was long before the noble ship, in all her 
vast proportions, was plainly in view.

As 
the steam-tug came within hailing distance, 
Capt. Sturgis called for three cheers for the 
Great Eastern, which were given with a 
will and twice repeated. The compliment 
was immediately returned from on board 
the Great Eastern, by the passengers and 
crew. ‘Ibe Yankee made a circuit of the 
great ship in order to give the visitors a 
full view of her graceful lines. 

After the exchange of farther mutual 
salutations, the blowing of steam-whistles, 
and music from a band on board the Great 
Eastern, the tug came to the starboard 
gangway, and the party were soon upon 
the deck of the Groat Eastern. Here they 
were introduced to Capt. Hall and his 
offivers, and were then left at liberty to in- 
spect the ship. 

‘The ship was now dressed out fore and 
aft with fiags, an Aimerican ensign cf the 
largest size being set at the fore, Steamers 
filled with passengers already began to ap 
pear in sight, cheering and waving in the 
most enthusiastic manner, to which the 
band responded by a repetition of ‘Hail 
Colnmbia” and *Yankee Doodle.” The 
steamer Roanoke, on her passage to the 
South passed under her stern, and fired « 
gun, the Great Eastern dipping her ensign

At two o'vlock the order was given to 
cast off and the engines were started.

We owe an apology to our fri 
Stirling, Frankford, and Trenton, for not} 
sooner extending tho notes of our visit to } 
these localities, Wo now resume tho pen, 
for a brivf description of these places, their 
matiufactories, aud business operations. 

Trenton is an incorporated Village, very | 


| 
| 
| 
pleasantly situated, at the head of the Bay | 
of Quinte, and on the River Trent, aud con- 
tains abont 1,500 inhabitants, Tho business 
portion of the Village is obiefly on the West 
side of the stream, On the East side of the 
River, and immediately at its mouth, are 
the extensive stcam Milla of Messrs. Gil- 
mour & Oo., having about the same capacity 
‘as tho Mills of Messrs, flint & Yeomans, of 
this Town. There are five gangs containing 
seventy saws, besides circular and edjing | 
saws, which are capable of manufacturing | 
from 80 to 90,000 feet of lumber, every 24 
hours, During ,the busy season, employ- 
ment is given to between 90 and 100 m 
whoso wages weekly amount to between 
five and six handred dollars This firm are | 
the Jargest lumber dealers in this section of | 
country. In addition to some 80,000 logs 
got out this year, they brought down the | 
River somo 250,000 fovt of square timber, 
which is here formed into rafts and taken to } 
Quebec. 
Trenton owes much of its prosperity to 
the luunber business, During the winter | 
season, a portivn of the supplies required in 
the Shanties are furnished by its basiness 
men, aud daring three or four months in 
the spring aud summer, hundreds of mon 
are engaged s¢ Trenton, preparing the rafts 
for the voyage down to Grae Compare 
with last year, about 25 per cent more lum- 
ber has been got out this year, Of sqnare 
timber there is about 8,000,000 fect; the! 
quautity of logs we did not ascertain.— | 
Square timber in considerable quantities, has 
been bronght down this spring, by the Grand 
runk Railway,from Lindsay and Peterboro’, 
and here made up into rafts, Two months 
earlier, and at this season of the year, ths 
River aud Village presenta a lively, animat- 
ing appearance, and merchants are generally 
in goud humor, as they ulways are, when 
kept busy. 
A short distance to (he east of Gilmone’s 
Mill, is the Distillery of Mr. Flindall. Con- 
nected with the distillery, is a Brewery, and 
one ran of stone, and the nece y machin= 
ery for making Flour. The whole is ran by 
an engine of 25 horse power. This Flour 
will is a great acoommodation to the people 
of that section, as there is but one other 
sill for miles around, 
There are no other mills, nor factories, in 
the place, if we except two Tanneries, which 
do a sinall business, and a Flouring mill, 
near the Railway Station, owned by Elijah 
Meyers. 
The Trent is a broad, rapid river, and a 
tile or two from its mouth, there are | 
splendid mill privileges, and sites whore ex- 
tensive Fuctorios might be carried on. But 
unfortunately, the property is in the posses- 
sion of men, wlio neither will oroct factories 
themselves, nor leaso the property at reason- 
able rates. So these grand privileges are 
nooconpied, and commorce aud trade is di 
verted to other channels, in consequence of 
the short-sighted policy of laud owners. 
We suid that Trenton had a pleasant sit- 
nation, and truly, for no more delighttal 
places for residences could be wished for, 
than along the banks of this beantifal river. 
The educational facilities are good, there 
being two Coiminon Schoola, conducted on 
the free systen—a Graminar School, aud a 
Separate School, And tho religious wants 
ot the people are amply provided for, for 
bh ore four Churches—the Church of 
England, Free Church, Wesleyan’ Methodist, 
and the Roman Catholic, 
Leaving Trenton for Frankford, our route, | 
the whole distance, Jay along the River. | 
The scenery is benutiful—the River is rapid 
and broad, the shores in some places lined 
with dense foliage—in other places high 
re occasionally a stunted | 
cedar shoots out between the lodges, and you | 
wonder where it gets its nutriment. It was |

The first bo of the Firat Class Certifi- 
cates are “ to continue in force uotil re- 
voked,” and it may be well t6 exolain here 
that all the three Boards have lately re- 
solved to issue such Certilicates to those 
First Class Candidates who succeed in 
anawering five-sixths of all the questions 
with entire accuracy. Itisno doubt well 
understood that to answer two-thirds ofthe 
questions correctly entitles the candidate to 
a Certificate. Thus the highest numberit 
is possible for a First Class Candidate to 
obtain if he be perfectly accurate through- 
out is 269, To obtain a permanent Cartifi- 
cate he must obtain 216; and to obtain a 
First Class Certificate at all he must obta’n 
193. It may be well to remark Here that 
as the new School Act makes the meetings 
of the Board half yearly itis probable that 
the next Examination of Teachers will not 
take place until January.

THE COMING HARVESD IN CANADA, 
In spite of winter killing, wheat fly, and 
it, all of which haye had a certain 
effect on the standing crops, the harvest of 
1860 will be fuily an ayerage. Winter 
killing was common only inthe front town- 
ships and in very many cases the Jad was 
reploughed for a spring crop. The fly wo 
are happy to say, promises niet to be so do- 
structive as was generally feared. It bas 
done damage in many placesbeyond doubt,
